gate a boat in the river. 
The reason 


is that nearly 400.000 young chinook 
salmon that were released last spring- 
by the commission on fisheries anc 
game are slowly making their way 
down the Shawsheen river north 
Andover to the Merrimack river and 
out to sea, and four years from next 
fail these same salmon, then developer 
into large fish, will return to the same 
fresh water in which they were re- 
leased, for breeding. 
Where they go 


what they do in the meantime wil 


bo an unanswered question, but tni* 
to tho habits of their species, 
thej 


will return after four years. 


Last spring: the young flsh were 
re> 


leased in holding ponds into which 
fresh water 
flowed 
from 
Graham', 


pond. 
Recently ponds lower down 


tha stream were cleared of pickerc 
and other large fish so that the salmon 
now from S1^ to 4*4 inches long, migh 
not become the prey of the larger fish 
ami at the same time have plenty o 
natural food.

He finds the people cannot he fooled as easily us he 


had supposed; and even the republican lenders have objected to his out- 
put as va^ue and indefinite. 
It amounts to indiscriminate, assaults 


unsupported by facts or by the logic of events. 


Already the country is surprised that a man who held an honored 


position in one of the highest tribunals in the world, could so readily 


divest himself of his judicial dignity nnd descend to the status of a hack 


politician misrepresenting men and measures, distorting the truth and 


sacrificing every principle of dignity, decency and honor to catch votes. 


But Mr. Hughes has discovered that bis attempts to discredit tho 


Wilson administration have been an utter failure. 
Hence he now turns 


to deal with tbc future, the need of placing the nation's affairs in "re- 
sponsible hands" after the war. 
That is a pertinent subject to discuss; 


nnd every reasonable citizen of this republic should see that the men who

Ramming by Submerging, Say 
Men on Sachem 


BOSTON', Aug. 18.-—The first Informa- 


tion, however authentic ii may prove 
to be, that the German merchant sub- 
marine Deutschland had safely passed 
the cordon of British and French war 
vessels awaiting her outside the Vir- 
ginia capes, came to Hoston yesterday, 
borne by American horsemen returning- 
on the Warren line steamship Sachem, 
from Liverpool to this port. 


These witnesses declared In full sin- 


cerity, that the German freighter In 
mid-ocean escaped a ramming by sub- 
merging, and later forced the Sachom 
to flco In fear of an umlcrwalcr attack.

Massachusetts' Share of $75,- 


000,000 Road Bill Little More 
Than $ 1,000,000 


Special lo The Sun 


STATE HOUSE, Boston, Aug. IS.— 


Massachusetts' share of the 575,000,000 
road bill recently passed by congress 
•will he only a very little more than 
$1,000,000, according- to Information ob- 
tained by Col. William D. Sohier, chair- 
man of the highway commission, at a 
conference in Washington this week. 


3t will be remembered that congress 


provided, in the bill authorizing the 
appropriation, 
that 
one-third of it 


should he apportioned to the several 
states in proportion to their area; an- 
other third in proportion to their pop- 
ulation; and the other third in "the 
ratio which the mileage of rural de- 
livery routes and star routes in each 
elate" bears to the total mileage of ru- 
ral delivery routes and star routes in 
all the states." 


Only $5,000,000 of the total sum Is 


available for tho present year, and un- 
der the provisions of the act the sec- 
retary of agriculture- is permitted to 
deduct three per cent, to cover the 
expense of administering its provisions 
That leaves 54,850.000 to be expended 
this year, and of this sum Massachu- 
setts will receive $73,550.95. .Multiply- 
ing this amount by 15, it will he found 
that Massachusetts' total apportion- 
ment will be SI.107,764.25,

ALTITUDES IN M A I N E 


The highest point in the state of 


Maine thus far recorded Is Katahdin 
mountain, In Piscataquia county, a,- 
273 feet above main sea level. This is 
one of many elevations noted in Bulle- 
tin 633, entitled 
"Spirit Leveling 
in 


Maine, ISM 
to 1015, Inclusive," just 


issued by the United States Geological 
Survey, department 
of the 
interior. 


The bulletin is to a considerable ex- 
tent a dictionary of altitudes, as It 
contains a list of about 750 elevations 
determined by the Geological Survey 
in connection 
with its 
topographic 


mapping of the state. In addition there 
is a list of about 150 altitudes of well- 
known summits, water-surface eleva- 
tions of prominent 
lakes, 
and other 


;seful elevations. The state contribut- 
ed financially to the work.

Ramming by Submerging, Say 
Men on Sachem 


BOSTON. Aug. 18.—The first informa- 


tion, however authentic. It may urovo 
to he. that the German merchant sub- 
marine Deutsehland had safely pasted 
the cordon of British and French w«r 
vessels awaiting her outside the Vir- 
ginia capes, came to Boston yesterday, 
borne by American horsemen returning 
on the Warren line steamship Sachem, 
from Liverpool to this port. 


These witnesses declared In lull sin- 


cerity, that the German freighter In 
mid-ocean escaped a ramming by sub- 
merging, and later forced the Sachem 
to (lee in fear of an underwater attack. 


The British officers of ihe Sachem. In 


loss convincing terms, corroborated the 
Americans' statement. 


lioy Know of Orleans, a, returning 


horseman, claims the distinction of lo- 
ins the first to sight the submarine. 
This was about 10 o'clock on the morn- 
Ing of Aug. 12. 


Sa\v Only Conning Toiver 


Officers of the Sachem to whom he 


spoke only saw the conning tower and 
periscope antl decided that they 
h.id 


sighted a wreck. 
Their opinion was 


changed, however, when, as the Sachem 
made for the point of submersion the 
strange craft came to the surface and 
went ahead at full speed, heading on 
a northeasterly course in the general 
direction of Iceland, and bound appar- 
ently for the north passage 
around 


Scotland and thence Into 
the North 
sea. 


The Sachem, partly out of curiosity 


and partly for love of the chase, fol- 
lowed the submarine for several miles, 
until the latter again disappeared un- 
der water. Then caution possessed the 
fihip's officers and, taking no chances 
on tho discharge of a torpedo,thoitf,-h 
they had been led to believe that the 
Dcutschland was unarmed, they aban- 
doned the pursuit, turned about and 
headed wllh all clue circumspection for 
American shores,

after she had discharged hor cargo of. 
horses at the French port of LaPalllce 
and was making for Liverpool, with 
Ihe remainder of her cargo and to load 
for this port. As soon as she left the 
harbor two German submarines lying 
In wait, gave chase. 


Orders for full speed ahead were giv-

German submarines and forced

Conference in Washington this week. 
' It will ho remembered that congress 
provided, in the bill authorizing tho 
appropriation, 
tbnt 
one-third of it 


ishould-be apportioned to the several 
Ftales in proportion to their area; an- 
other third in proportion to their pop- 
ulation; and the other third in "the 
ratio which the mileage of rural de- 
livery routes and star routes in each 
state bears to the total mileage of ru- 
ral delivery routes and star routes in 
all the states." 
' Only $5,000.000 of the total sum Is 
available, for the present year, and un- 
der the provisions of the act the sec- 
retary of agriculture is permitted to 
deduct three per cent, to cover the 
Expense ol administering its provisions 
That leaves $4,550.000 t.o he expended 
this year, and of this sum Massachu- 
setts will receive S73.S50.95. Multiply- 
ing this amount by 15, it will be found 
that Massachusetts' total apportion-
